A FIELD OF SWEET CLOVER 


Sweet Clover 


The features or qualities which make Sweet 
Clover so valuable are: First, the ability to 
thrive, produce good hay and good pasture on 
very poor soils; and second, the ability to im- 
prove the soil on which it is growing. 


Although Sweet Clover is very hardy and will 
thrive in the most unfavorable places, it is some- 
times difficult to get a good stand. This diffi- 
culty can be overcome by sowing the seed on a 
thoroughly compacted seed bed with just enough 
loose dirt to cover and by sowing scarified seed. 


WHITE BLOSSOM SWEET CLOVER 


(Melilotus alba.) A biennial, grows to a height of from 
4 to 6 feet, vigorous grower, extremely hardy and pro- 
duces abundant pasturage and lots of hay. This is the 
standard Sweet Clover of the country. 


BIENNIAL YELLOW BLOSSOM SWEET 
CLOVER 


(Melilotus officinalis.) This is also a biennial, about two 
weeks earlier than the white, not quite as tall. Do not 
confuse this with the annual Yellow Blossom which is of 
very little value. 


MAMMOTH SAPLING or PEA VINE CLOVER

MADRID SWEET CLOVER 


Madrid Sweet Clover is slightly earlier in maturity than 
common White and later than common Yellow. Madrid 
is more leafy than White, withstands frost better, and 
has better seedling vigor than either the common Yellow 
or White. 


KOREAN LESPEDEZA 


A plant similar to clover and the best of the Lespedeza 
types. It has an advantage over alfalfa and sweet clover, 
in that it will grow on untreated soil, no lime or phos- 
phate being needed. Korean Lespedeza can be grazed all 
spring and summer and hay can be cut or seed taken 
from the crop in the fall. Agriculturists state their “be- 
lief” that this Lespedeza is the “coming legume.”

Red Clover 


(Trifolium Pratensis.) Red Clover is the most important 
of all leguminous forage crops, both on account of its 
high value as feed and from the fact that it can be so 
well employed in rotations. 


Red Clover is not a particularly exacting crop in regard 
to its soil requirements, excepting that it be well drained. 
It succeeds better as a rule on clayey soils than on loams 
and better in loams than in sandy soils. 


Red Clover makes an excellent pasture for all kinds of 
live stock, and may be sown either with or without nurse 
crop. Rotate your crops with clover so that your soil 
will not become too badly run down.

White Clover 


(Trifolium Repens.) White Clover is excellent for pas- 
ture and is especially valuable for mixing with Kentucky 
Blue Grass, both for lawns and pasture. A few pounds 
of White Clover should be in all permanent grass seed 
mixtures as it helps fill up the bare spots and is very 
nutritious. Very hardy and a perennial. Sow five to eight 
pounds per acre. 


Alsike Clover 


(Trifolium Hybridum.) Very valuable for growing on wet 
or swampy land. It is very hardy, withstands drought 


and will not winter kill. Makes an excellent crop of hay. 
About six to ten pounds will sow an acre and as the seed 
is very fine, it should be covered only slightly. 





LESPEDEZA GROWING ON UNTREATED SOIL. 
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PASTURE GRASS SEEDS 


MEADOW FESCUE or 
ENGLISH BLUE GRASS 


(Festuca Pratensis.) Meadow Fescue is a 
tufted, deep rooted, long-lived perennial, 
and is especially adapted for permanent 
pasture. Even if cut for hay or seed it 
produces a good amount of aftermath. It 
should be cut for hay just as it comes into 
bloom, and for seed as soon as the field 
shows a yellowish brown color and the 
heads begin to droop from the weight of 
grain. 

It is adapted practically to the same area 
as Timothy, will thrive on poor soils, ex- 
cept where the soilis very sandy. It should 
be sown on a thoroughly firmed seed bed 
at the rate of 10 to 12 pounds per acre for 
seed, and 20 to 25 pounds per acre for 
pasture. The best time to sow is in late 
summer or early fall. 

Meadow Fescue is also used in lawns 
where quick growth is desired. A fine mix- 
ture is two-thirds Meadow Fescue and one- 
third Kentucky Blue Grass. 


RED TOP GRASS 


(Agrostis Vulgaris.) Sometimes known as 
Herd’s Grass. The third most important 
grass in the United States, and one of the 
best native grasses. It is especially valua- 
ble for sowing on sour or acid soils, 
Swampy or meadow lands, which are liable 
to overflow, and on soils that are not rich 
enough for Timothy and other grasses. 
When mixed with Alsike Clover it makes 
a fine crop of hay or excellent pasture. 
About ten pounds are sown to the acre. 
When cut for hay it should be in full 
flower. 

Red Top is also an exceedingly good grass 
for lawns if sown with Kentucky Blue 
Grass and kept closely mowed, under 
which conditions the leaves are fine and 
the turf dense. 


TIMOTHY 


(Phleum Pratense.) The most important 
hay grass. Greatly relished by all kinds of 
stock, especially horses. The time recom- 
mended for cutting Timothy hay is shortly 
after the blooms have fallen and while the 
seed is still in the dough stage, because at 
this time it contains the largest amount of 
digestible protein. Sow 10 to 15 pounds 
per acre. 


DOMESTIC RYE GRASS 


Grown principally in Washington and Ore- 
gon. Much better than the imported Rye 
Grass. Is used extensively for polo fields 
and fairways. 


TIMOTHY 
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CRESTED WHEAT GRASS 


A native of southwestern Siberia brought to the United 
States in 1898. 

It is drought resistant and once the plant gets started, 
it shows uncanny ability to come through long periods 
of drought and start growth immediately when moist- 
ure is made available. 

It is adapted to a wide range of soil types and is a 
long-lived crop. 

Best results are obtained when no nurse crop is used. 
Sow ten pounds to the acre, either drilled or broad- 
casted. 


SUDAN GRASS 


Sudan is a tall, leafy annual grass of the Sorghum fam- 
ily. It is a native of a hot, dry climate, which makes 
it naturally adapted to the dry conditions of the Mid- 
dle West. \ 
Sudan Grass may be sown broadcast, drilled or in 
cultivated rows. Where there is sufficient moisture, 
broadeasting or drilling is preferable; otherwise the 
grass is likely to be coarse. In seeding this way, three 
pecks to the acre should be used. In cultivated rows 
three feet apart, three pounds of seed to the acre are 
sufficient. Sudan makes a large crop of hay; used as 
summer pasture. 


BROME GRASS 


(Bromus Inermis.) No other cultivated pe- 
rennial grass has shown a higher degree of 
drought resistance, and it endures winter 
cold remarkably well. Aside from Alfalfa, 
no grass has fulfilled the promise to the 
western farmer better than Brome Grass. 
Cattle graze on this grass in preference to 
Blue Grass, and it is especially adapted to 
pasturage, due to the fact that it begins 
its growth early in the spring and contin- 
ues growing until late fall. Sow about 14 
pounds to the acre. 


BERMUDA GRASS 


(Cynadon Bactylon.) Bermuda is a long- 
lived perennial with marked ability to with- 
stand close grazing, or close clipping, and 
on this account is much used as a lawn 
grass. Bermuda Grass lawns stay green all 
summer without artificial watering. For 
lawns sow one pound to 500 square feet, 
for pasture 3 to 5 pounds per acre. 


ORCHARD GRASS 


(Dactylis Glomerata.) A typical bunch 
grass, withstands a great amount of heat, 
does well in the shade. It is best adapted 
to clays and loams, not averse to wet soils, 
but prefers a moderate amount of moist- 
ure. Good results can be had also where 
the rainfall is rather scanty.

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HYBRID CORN 


Hybrid Corn is really corn that is 
“made-to-order”. It is produced by 
crossing inbred lines. 


The first requisite of a hybrid corn program, therefore, is to develop 
inbred lines. These lines are obtained by self-pollinating the plant for 
several generations. Self-pollination is accomplished by applying pollen 
from a plant to the silks of the same plant. These inbred lines are of 
little value until they are crossed with another unrelated inbred line 
which produces the hybrid.

PRAIRIE GEM RANCH 


Fresh Seed, Crop of 1942, Native Plants of 
the High Plains, Badiands and Black Hills 


A select list of hardy perennials, an annual or 
two, and a few worthy shrubs from a region but 
little exploited, which will add rarity, beauty and 
distinction to your garden. Very brief descriptions 
are given and fuller data may be had on most items 
from our hardy plant catalog, a copy of which may 
be had for the asking. 

Nature scatters her seeds variously from time of 
ripening until spring’s abundant moisture brings 
final softening and disintegration of the tougher 
seed vessels. Refrigerator treatment or early plant- 
ing for the advantage of some freezing and thaw- 
ing is suggested for most kinds.

Agastache anethiodora Anise Hyssop. Tall, frag- 
rant plant with purple spikes. 

Agastache nepetoides A plainer sister, flowers 
greenish yellow. 

Allium nuttalli Beautiful deep pink, low, pleasantly 
fragrant. 

Allium recurvatum superbum Pagosa Onion. 
Somewhat like A. cernuum but much larger, 
earlier. 

Anaphalis subalpina Pearly Everlasting. Foliage 
green and white, flowers pearly. Lower than the 
eastern A. margaritacea. 

Anemone caroliniana White, blue, occasionally 
pink, inch and a half wide, May. Very fine. 

Aquilegia brevistyla Dainty and prolific Colum- 
bine, cream and purple, usually less than 12”. 

Aquilegia latiuscula Yellow and red, similar to 
A. canadesis. 

Asclepias pumila Dwarf Milkweed. Pleasing flow- 
ers, green-white or pinkish; attractive, desirable. 

Aster conspicuus Wide rounded topped masses of 
pinkish violet, late summer. 12 to 30”. Rare. 

Aster laevis 20 to 40’. “As blue as any,” and of 
splendid effect. 

Aster meritus Pinkish violet, 10 to 12”, fine 
masses of color, July. 

Aster ptarmicoides (Unamia alba) White Upland 
Aster, usually 10 to 14”, July, Aug. 

Aster salicifolius Willow-leaved Aster. Light lav- 
ender, selected form, 24 to 30”, August. 

Astragalus alpinus Very handsome deep green pin- 
nate leafage, bluish knobs of Pea blossoms. 

Astragalus crassicarpus Buffalo Pea. Low plant, 
blossoms of modest attraction, enlarged capsules 
showy, giving two season effect. 

Astragalus goniatus Beautiful ground cover, flow- 
ers in lovely tones of lavender, 

Campanula petiolata Western, floriferous, long 
season Harebell. (10c) 

Chrysopsis villosa Golden Aster. Broadside of lu- 
minous gold, August, September. Select form. 
Clematis scotti |Scott Leather-flower. Nodding blue 

to purple urns, May. 

Clematis ligusticifolia Tall vine, dense clusters of 
small white fragrant flowers, July, August. (15c) 

Cogswellia villosa Wild Celery. Low ferny foliage 
and yellow blossoms, early. Summer dormant. 

Coryphantha (Mamillaria) vivipara Ball Cactus 
with wonderful flowers of carmine rose. (10c) 

Dalea (Parosela) aurea A striking plant of gray 
green and airy light yellow, Prairie Clover habit. 

Dalea (Parosela) enneandra Tall slender stemmed, 
airy plant, silvery blossom effect, long season. 


Echinacea angustifolia Pink Cone-flower. Beauti- 
ful, distinct and showy, July (10c) 


Erigeron macranthus Highly rated many-rayed 
blue Daisy, about 12”’ high, June, July. 


Erigeron montanensis Small white rayed Daisy 
with a season of ten weeks or more. New. 


Erigeron subtrinervis Lovely light lavender, Au- 
gust. 18 or 20’. 

Gaillardia pulchella (annual) Low widely branch- 
ing form with month after month of wide, flat- 
rayed blosoms of red and gold. (20c) 

Galium boreale Northern Bedstraw. Tiny white 
blossoms in racemes and masses. 

Gutierrezia sarothrae Broom Bush, a_ golden 
mound, usually less than 12”, September. 

Hedeoma camporum Perennial Pennyroyal. Finest 
fragrance, long season. 

Ipomoea leptophylla Bush Morning-glory. Wide 
spreading; handsome reddish flowers, July, on. 

Iris missouriensis Silvery blue, late June, July. 

Lepachys pulcherrima (columnifera) Striking ma- 
roon-rayed form, 24 to 30”, July, August. (10c) 

Lewisia rediviva One of the West’s finest prod- 
ucts, Bitter-Root. Wide flowers of rich pink. 

Liatris ligulistylis Blazing Star. Flaming purple, a 
blazing comet compared to others. (10c) 

Liatris punctata Dwarf Gayfeather. Aug. 14”. 
(10c) 

Liatris intermedia (squarrosa var.) Fine dwarf. 

Machaeranthera tanacetifolia Tahoka Daisy. (an- 
nual) Blue and gold, all-season. Sow early. (10c) 

Mertensia lanceolata’ Prairie Bluebell. April to late 
June, never exceeding 10”. 

—Nemrastviis’acuta™ (bulb) “Most lovely blossoms of 
light blue, inch and a half wide, June, 8”. 

Oenothera caespitosa Large-flowered white, stem- 
less Evening Primrose. Long season. 

Oenothera (Galpinsia) lavandulaefolia Low, bright 
yellow Evening Primrose. Long season. 

Oenothera (Meriolix) serrulata Select form, true 
from seed, flowers nearly two inches wide, bright 
yellow Evening Primrose. Long season. (35c) 

Opuntia alairei Almost spineless Prickly Pear; 
flowers yellow. 

Opuntia fragilis Dwarf Prickly Pear. Yellow. (10) 

Opuntia humifusa Large flowered, June; fruit-red. 

Opuntia polyacantha Yellow flowered, many-spined. 

Opuntia  tortispina Somewhat similar, spines 
twisted. 

Oreocarya glomerata Prairie Candle. Pretty white 
Forgets-me-nots in plump columns; usually bi- 
ennial. 

Osmorrhiza longistyla Sweet Cicely. Tall shade 
plant, tiny white flowers, fine fragrance. 

Oxytropis lamberti Purple Loco. Grand plant for 
limy well-drained places. 12’’, June. 

Phacelia linearis (annual) New and charming long 
season, lavender flowered plant. 10 ta 12”. 

Penstemon albidus White Plains Penstemon. All 
Penstemon seed, 10c the packet, except as noted. 

Penstemon angustifolius Azure Penstemon, 12”’. 

Penstemon eriantherus Crested Penstemon. Lav- 
ender. : 

Penstemon glaber. Smooth Penstemon. Dark blue. 

Penstemon gracilis Slender Penstemon. Lavender. 

Penstemon = grandiflorus Shell-leaf Penstemon. 
Very large flowered, dark lavender, June. 

Penstemon haydeni Blow-out Penstemon. Very 
rare dune plant from the Nebraska Sandhills. 
Flowers large, milky blue, fragrant. (50c) 

Penstemon nitidus Earliest of all, rich blue. 


Penstemon procerus Light blue, with many sep- 
arate clusters of small flowers to the stem. July. 

Penstemon secundiflorus Very beautiful heat en- 
during kind with spikes of lilic purple. June. 

Penstemon unilateralis Slender, very tall; blue and 
purple. 

Phlox andicola White creeping Phlox. Large flow- 
ered selection. (20 seeds, 25c) 

Sideranthus spinulosus Golden, Aster-like, |Sept. 

Sisyrinchium angustifolium Blue-eyed Grass; 12”. 

eStachys»scoputorum ~~” Glistening Mint: “New; “good. 

Bright lavender blossoms. Needs moisture. 

Talinum calycinum Large flowered Sunbright. 

Talinum parviflorum Small Sunbright or Fame 
Flower. Opens in afternoon sun; long season, 7’’. 

Talictrum venulosum Dwarf Meadow Rue. Silvered 
low foliage, excellent, flowers bronzy. 

Townsendia exscapa Easter Daisy. ‘Inscrutable,”’ 
(Louise Beebe Wilder) stemless pink Daisies. 

Townsendia parryi Glowing lavender blossoms on 
a low bushlet. Usually biennial. 

Townsendia sericea Similar to exscapa, smaller, 
earlier, white or delicate pink. 

Vicia americana Wild Vetch Attractive blue-pur- 
ple Pea Blossoms. Usually 10”. 

Zygadenus gramineus False Camas. (bulb) Grassy 
leaves, spikes of cream and gold. 





SHRUBS, 25c the Packet 


Artemisia filifolia Sand Sage. Beautiful, silvery, 
waving, pleasantly fragrant. Usually 18 to 30”. 
Chrysothamnus frigidus Silvery Rabbit Brush. 

Yellow terminal blobs in fall. About 16”. 

Chrysothamnus graveolens Large Rabbit Brush. 
Striking, like a bush covered with short spikes of 
Goldenrod. Fall flowering. 36” or so. 

Mahonia repens Dwarf Holly Grape. Evergreen 
Holly-like leaves, clusters of yellow blossoms in 
May, bluish fruits. 10”. 

Physocarpus monogyna Dwarf Ninebark. Spiraea- 
like, spring blooming, about 24” high, good. 





ADDITIONAL HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS 


Remaining from the crop of 1941, no new seed being 
harvested. 10c the packet. 

Allium cernuum Familiar pink Nodding Onion. 

Argemone intermedia Prickly Poppy. Enormous 
flowers of crinkled white. 20 to 24’. (5c) 

Arnica fulgens Lovely gray leaved, wide golden 
Daisy, 12” or less, June. 

Artemisia frigida Fringed Sage. A handsome plant 
for any garden, low, silvery, fragrant. 

Aster fluviatilis Prolific, light lavender, 36”. (5c) 

Aster kumleini Broadsides of blue, Sept. 15”. (5c) 

Aster nebraskensis Nebraska Aster. For stream- 
side, or light shade. Blue lavender sprays, Sept. 

Clematis (Atragene) tenuiloba One of the finest 
rock garden plants, or for well-drained light 
shade. Usually 10” or less. May, June. 

Dodecatheon pauciflorum Dwarf Shooting-Star. De- 
lightful rosy red. 10” or so. May. Sun or shade. 

Lathyrus incanus (ornatus incanus) Sand Pea. 
Large purple-pink blossoms in May. Very fine. 

Penstemon grandiflorus Seed from white flowered 
plant, has given about 20 per cent white plants.
